It takes mdre than $500,000 a 
year to maintain Upland, but 
actually less than one-third of 
this comes from real property 
taxes. This percentage of tax 
money in relationship to the to- 
tal budget is far less than many 
California cities. We have learn- 
ed from several councilmen, their 
cities do not have a wide income 
base, with a resulting high prop- 
erty tax. 

May we defend Upland’s policy 
of requiring subdivision develop- 
ers to dedieate and install all 
street and sidewalk improve- 
ments? After hearing of how 
some cities are now “catching 
up” on these improvements 

..through special assessment dis- 
tricts and increased taxes, we 
. feel. more certain that Upland’s 
requirements are justified.

Only One-Third 
Of City Income 
From Taxation 


Local property taxes produce 
less than one third of the city’s 
total income, Mrs. Hazel Cassell, 
city. clerk, indicated in her an- 
nual report, which is published 
today. The city has 24 major in- 
come sources and total receipts 
for the last fiscal year were 
$559,270.70. 

Expenditures for the year to- 
taled $608,187.78 with a_result- 
ing decrease of $48,917.08 in the 
balance total. 

The tax rate of $1.68 for each 
$100 of assessed valuation pro- 
duced an income of $164,312.97. 
The 23 other income sources pro 
duced the balance of money re- 
quired to maintain the city serv- 
ices and the various municipal 
departments. 

Income of $151,026.91 in water 
department sales was an import 
ant factor in the receipt total 
Money collected by the state and 
returned to the city on the basis 
of population totaled more than 
$64,000. Citv sales tax revenue 
totaled $43,946. 

A detailed account of the city’s 
income and expenditures is pub 
lished as a legal report by the 
city and it is found on page 
14, Section 2.

REMOVAL OF TRUCKS FROM EUCLID AVENUE IS TIMELY 
EFFORT; UPLANDER’S MOVE SHOULD BE CONSIDERED 


Serious consideration should be given the 
leadership of Frank Searle in seeking to get 
a “truck route” established other than on Eu- 
clid avenue. 

As alternate thoroughfares for truck use, 
Mr. Searle has suggested Archibald avenue 
and Central avenue. 

It is common practice for truck routes be- 
ing designated to divert trucks from the con- 
gested business and residential districts. He 
has good foundation for trying to discourage 
trucks from using Euclid avenue. The Upland 
city council has referred his suggestion to a 
committee as the first start in supporting Mr. 
Searle’s proposal. The Ontario city council 
may also be asked to join in the study and 
the California highway commission is also 
scheduled to receive the proposal.

It takes more 
than a good Republican opponent to unseat 
him, 

‘It’ Mr. Sheppard chooses to retire, the race 
will be really wide open.

contenders ‘in case Mr. Sheppard retires.” 

In the Upland-Ontario district five council- 
men and two members of the San Bernardino 
county board of supervisors are to be elected. 
Very likely Supervisors William R. Mason of 
Upland and Frank Mogle of Chino will seek 
reelection. And very liikely they will have 
opposition. 

Three terms expire on the Upland city coun- 
cil—those of Don Carr, Robert Thrall and Ver- 
non Paine. Ontario electors will have an op- 
portunity to choose two councilmen. Terms 
expiring there are those of Oregon Smith and 
Mrs, Celesta Walters. 

Terms of most of the county officers also 
expire next year. Harry D. Allison, veteran 
county clerk, whose age would have forced 
him legally to retire except for an odd feature 
of the new law, is considering “trying it again.” 
Max Cranmer, county assessor, Ted Carpen- 
ter, county recorder, Sheriff Eugene L. Mueller 
—and all the rest of the “county family” will 
be before the voters.

Study of the Obsoleté Taxes 


Taxpayers have been assured by President | 


Eisenhower that he does not like a sales tax. In 
his opinion the field of sales taxes should be 
reserved to the states and local governments. 
That is proper. Duplication of federal and 
state taxes in the same field has been long 
recognized as error. ; 


The nation’s entire taxation system is. due | 


for overhauling. For years, the taxation sys- 
tem has grown up by the simple expedient 
of slapping tax upon tax. 

A reduction of 10 per cent in personal in- 
come taxes for Jan. 1 has been promised. At 
the samé time there is a budget deficit and 
the’ constant alertness to maintain a powerful 
defensg progrgm, 

The size of the financial commitments of 
the Truman administration which were left 
for the Eisenhower administration to finance 
is staggering. The economy cuts ordered in 
recent months are not sufficient to produce a 
balanced budget. And the president’s party 
definitely pledged a balanced budget and the 
end of. inflationary deficit financing. There 
either has to be a more sweeping cutback in 
governmental expenses—including those for 
defense—or additional revenue raised to re- 
place that to be lost by the Jan. 1 income tax 
reduction. .

“Do Upland residents want to 
pay an inereasec charge for the 
collection of their rubbish or ao 
they want to maintain the pres 
ent charge and place their rub 
bish in containers to facilitate 
the pick-up service?”

DELAY RiLQUbSTED 

Mr. Manley, however, asked for 
a delay pending further study of 
the proposal and further study of 
how the service is conducted in 
other cities. 

“T get letters and comments on 
both sides of the question and I 
am hot sure of what the people 
want and what is the best policy,’ 
Mr. Manley said. “At a meeting 
of the city employes, who are al- 
so taxpavers and residents, 1 
asked what was favored—and the 
vote was divided,” 

Persons who have definite 
views on the proposal may par- 
ticipate in the decision by, ex- 
pressihg their ‘‘vote” to Mr. Man- 
ley or other persons in the city 
hall or to the councilmen, 

The present monthly charge of 
75 cents for rubbish pick up is 
not sufficient to pay the cost, 
the deficit» being several thous- 
and dollars annually. To offset 
this deficit Mr. Manley first pro- 
posed that residents be required 
to usé containers and to cut into 
a handy size the heavier material. 
Alternative to the use of contain- 
ers, is an inerease in the charge.
